gation on farms and ev en to this day 
this old ditch is in operation and be­ 
ing u sed constantly . It su pplied water 
for a large

and was ex tensiv ely u sed for domestic 
pu rposes.

18 7 5, and possibly 
earlier, and these were added to abou t 
18 7 9 , bu f this work became most act­ 
iv e in the ’9 0s.

There is no great danger that the 
su pply of farmers will be a dru g on the 
m arket for some y ears to come. 
The 
treasu ry departm ent’s actu aries esti 
mate the popu lation of the cou ntrj 
now at ninety million. 
At an av eragi 
consu mption of 5 J2 bu shels of wheat a 
y ear for each person, it will take 
little loss than 500,000.000 bu sb*els to 
su pply white broad for the cou ntry , to 
say nothing of other v arieties. 
This 
means something more than one hu n­ 
dred million barrels of flou r to bo 
grou nd, distribu ted 
and baked 
into 
bread for deliv ery at the consu mers 
tables. 
Bu t this is only one of the many de 
mau ds which a popu lation mov ing rap­ 
idly toward one hu ndred million sou ls 
makes ev ery day of the y ear. 
The 
cou ntry consu mes probably not less 
than thirty million head of liv e stock 
a y ear. 
This inclu des cattle, hogs and 
sheep, bu t takes no accou nt of pou ltry 
and pou ltry produ cts, 
nearly all 
of 
which hav e to be su pplied from the 
farms of the cou ntry . 
The two branches of farming which 
requ ire the least labor for their su c­ 
cessfu l 
prosecu tion, 
and 
the 
most 
thinking, are those which hav e mu ch 
to do with the increased cost of liv ­ 
ing. 
They are pou ltry 
and 
pou ltry 
produ cts 
and 
liv e 
stock 
growing. 
Within an hou r's ride by rail of near­ 
ly ev ery eastern city there are lands 
which lend themselv es readily to oc­ 
cu pation 
for these 
pu rposes. 
With 
modern facilities for transit to and 
from the cities and towns the possi­ 
bilities of dev elopment of these par­ 
ticu lar 
sou rces 
of 
fu tu re 
su pplies 
wou ld seem at this piwtlcu lar time to 
be especially inv iting. 
As for the alleged drawback that 
schools and other institu tional adv an­ 
tages are inferior in ru ral and su b­ 
u rban commu nities, there are some se­ 
riou s 
dou bts 
in the 
matter. 
City 
schools are crowded becau se of hav ing 
to work by the wholesale, in contrast 
with the personal atention which Is 
possible and practicable in the ru ral 
and su bu rban schools. 
Moreov er, the 
conditions of liv ing make greatly for 
the phy sical if not for the moral ad­ 
v antage of the ru ral ov er the u rban 
life.— Wall Street Jou rnal.

“Alarmed ov er the possible dire re­ 
su lts of Hailey ’s comet coming in con­ 
tact with the earth, Jane Godfrey , a 
y ou ng negress, has lost her mind and 
to-night is locked in the cou nty jail 
preparatory to 
being 
transferred to 
the state asy lu m. 
“Other negroes in this commu nity 
are more or less alarmed ov er what 
some of them declare is ‘the v isitin’ 
of God’s w rath’ In the sending of the 
comet.” 
The abov e clipping and similar no­ 
tices in 
the daily papers bring to 
mind some of the sensational scenes 
that happened when this same comet 
appeared In the y ear 18 35, say 3 Dr. B. 
J. Massey , In the Atlanta Constitu ­ 
tion. 
The whole cou ntry had ju st re­

This comet was named for Sir Ed­ 
ward Hailey , the son of a soap boiler 
of London. 
Althou gh of a v ery hu m ­ 
ble lineage, Hailey soon 
became a 
leading English astronomer, an inti­ 
mate friend and companion of 
Sir 
Isaac Newrton. 
Of all the scientists 
he was the v ery first to identify this 
comet as a periodic v isitor and to pre­ 
dict its retu rn in 19 10.

F A T E OF AN ORCHARD.

A tragedy was enacted in Kansas 
the other day , namely , the deliberate 
bu rning of 8 00 acres of trees. 
It was 
not the sort of destru ction that is so 
harrowing to the sou l of Gifford Pln- 
chot; it was worse than that, for the 
trees bu rned wrere not those of the for­ 
est, bu t of an orchard. 
They were 
apple trees—65,000 of them or there­ 
abou ts. 
These trees were planted tw-enty -flv e 
y ears ago, and were in the v ery prime 
of life at the time of their destru ction. 
The man who placed them there looked 
forward to the time when the fru it 
from their branches wou ld bring him 
a fortu ne, and he cu ltiv ated and cared 
for them to the best of his ability . 
* They grew and flou rished for a few 
y ears, bu t when the time came for 
bearing they produ ced little 
or no 
fru it. 
Then the soil was ex amined— 
a proceeding that had been ov erlooked 
in the beginning- and it was fou nd 
not to be adapted to apple growing. 
The su bsoil into which the roots of the 
trees penetrated did not su pply the ele­ 
ments necessary to the formation of 
fru it. 
The 
owner 
ex perimented 
a 
w'hile longer, hoping to fu rnish tha 
needed elements throu gh 
fertilizers, 
bu t to no effect. 
Ocasionally there 
wou ld be a light crop of apples, bu l 
the orchard as a whole was a failu re; 
finally he gav e u p in discou ragement 
and sold it to a man who proceeded 
to bu rn u p the trees and tu rn the 8 00 
acres Into a cornfield. 
The man who had planted the or­ 
chard looked on and felt sorrowr at see­ 
ing those trees bu rn, thou gh he knew 
it was the proper cou rse. 
Bu t they 
were trees that represented hope and 
labor and satisfaction in their growth. 
And they were liv ing, and In going 
down 
by 
the ax 
and by 
fire they 
seemed to reproach him, for no one 
with imagination can work with trees 
and plants withou t feeling that they 
all hav e a certain sentient life. 
It 
was a real tragedy , the bu rning of 
th at orchard, and the one consoling 
reflection is that possibly the apples 
it 
might 
hav e 
grown 
were 
Ben

tial feature w’as the valve allowing 
the emission of consumed air without 
an influx of water. 
Previous to that 
time there had been the diving chests 
and the diving bell, of which the lat 
ter, introduced by Smeaton, in 1778, 
was the safest and most practical de­ 
vice for submarine exploration. 
The 
diving bell has been developed along­ 
side of the diving dress, and is still in 
use.

CANADA EXPLORES NORTHWEST. 


Vnxt II«-ii ion* North o f 
Vllierin Still 
A r e E n t i r e l y 
I 
i i k n o w n . 
Charged with the exploration 
not 
only of its mineral, lumbering and 
power producing possibilties, but also 
of its farming lands, and with a view 
to ascertaining the feasibility of con 
structing two railways, the northland 
exploration branch of the Interior De­ 
partm ent here has sent out an expe­ 
dition from Edmonton to investigate 
the vast unknown district north of the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche­ 
wan, according to the Ottawa corre­ 
spondent of the New York World. 
In view' of the great acreage of the 
Canadian western farming lands, it 
might appear that Canada could rest 
on her 
plow' handles, agriculturally 
speaking, for a little while at least, 
but such is not the purpose of the 
minister of the Interior, who has long 
been impressed with the vast area and 
immense resources of 
the 
country 
stretching north from the northern­ 
most boundary of the three western 
provinces. 
There is estimated to be 
220,000,000 acres of 
available 
first 
class laud for cultivation in 
these 
prairie provinces, and only one-twen­ 
tieth of this is now under cultiva­ 
tion for all classes of grains. 
The wheat yield alone for the last 
year is put at 147,000,000 
bushels, 
which is 3% per cent of the world 
yield for 1909. 
On this basis western 
Canada is In a position to grow 4,500,- 
000,OOI) bushels of wheat in a single 
year. 
In the year 1909 the thirty- 
eight wheat-growing countries of the 
world 
produced 
only 
3,500,000,000 
bushels. 
The exploration party is in charge 
of F. J. P. Crean, C. E., and two as­ 
sistant engineers. 
The party consists 
of five w'hite men from Ottawa, while 
the remaining portion of it will be 
made up of Indians. 
The party car­ 
ries with it a fully equipped steam 
launch for navigating the Athabasca 
River, and will winter at Fort Smith, 
in latitude BO degrees north. 
Perhaps 
the most important object of the e x ­ 
pedition is the investigation that will 
be made as to the feasibility of build­ 
ing a railway across the portage at 
Fort Smith, and another on the chutes 
of the Peace River. 
With these lines 
built and the Alberta & Great Western 
Waterways road constructed to Fort 
McMurray, the whole northern district 
would be opened. 
North of Fort Smith there are re­ 
ported to be practically unlimited de­ 
posits of tar sands, which, if devel­ 
oped, would put the famous asphalt 
lake, Lake Trinidad, in 
the 
back­ 
ground. 
There is pulpwood all over 
th at district and the available water 
power m ay be judged from the fact 
that in one place the Athabasca river 
drops Pity feet, 
producing 
150,000 
horse power. 
The district is at pres­ 
ent inhabited only by a few fur trad­ 
ers. 
An immense area of farming land 
will be accurately outlined and report­ 
ed upon, the nature of the soil noted 
and the success of cultivation ascer­ 
tained. 
The expedition 
is 
perhaps 
one of the most important ever sent 
oat from headquarters here on such 
a mission.

she was not a nurse, and was a total 
abstainer. 
It was 
suggested 
in 
de­ 
fense 
that 
defendant published 
the 
portrait 
by mistake, 
and 
without 
knowledge that It was plaintiff’s por­ 
trait, or was not what it purported 
to be. 
The court says that defendant 
took the risk in publishing the por­ 
trait, and the usual principle of tort 
make him liable if the representa­ 
tions are false. 
It could not be said 
that the obvious tendency of 
what 
was imputed to plaintiff by the adver­ 
tisement was not to seriously h urt her 
standing with a considerable and re­ 
spectable class of the community. 
Tho 
Ignited States Supreme Court, revers­ 
ing the decision of the lower court, 
concluded that plaintiff was entitled

In Harper & Bro. et a1, v. Kalem

peals holds that when a film Is put on 
an exhibiting machine which 
repro­ 
duces the action of the characters, it 
becomes a dramatization. 
Moving pic­ 
tures are a form of expression in­ 
fringing not the copyrighted book or 
drama, 
but the au th o r’s 
exclusive 
right to dramatize his writings, and 
to publicly perform such dramatiza­ 
tion. 


T h at noise on the Sabbath might be 
obliterated, Georgia enacted a statute 
w'hich frowned upon the discharge of 
firearms on Sunday. 
For transgress­ 
ing this provision Manning was con­ 
victed.
